REFRESHER TRAINING 

While the Maritine Administration designs its courses for those who have not 
had previous experience, all courses are open to any mariner who can benefit 
from refresher training. Students possessing a Radar Observer certificate 
that are taking the Radar Observer's course for refresher training are not 
given the final examination or a certificate of successfil completion, but 
will have their Radar Observer's certificates endorsed for simlator training 
on successful completion of that portion of the course. 


No fees are charged for the training courses.

Each graduate of a course is given a certificate of successful completion

which has earned wide professional acceptance as evidence of a thorough 
background in basic principles and techniques. Certificates of sac- 
cessful completion for the Radar Cbserver Course are accepted by the 
Coast Guard as evidence of the holder's qualifications as a “radar 
observer" without further examination for license endorsement as a 
“radar observer." 

TEXTBOOKS AND MATERIALS 

No textbooks are required for this program. Students attending the Radar 
Usserver Course are required to provide their ovn parallel ruler or pair 
of triangles, and drawing compass. 

Students attending the Damage Control Courses should provide themselves 
with work clothing, including socks te change into when participating 

in practical exercises. Naval regulations prohibit the wearing of 
dungarees between the main gate and the school. Special clothing, such 
as Soul-weather gear, will be furnished by the school.

RADAR OBSERVERS COURSE DESCRIPTION/ 5 


The purpose of this course is to develop in the student the necessary 
skills and understanding to perform all the duties of a "radar observer" 
on merchant ships. 


The material covered includes: Basic principles of radar; radar system 
electrical constants; typical radar systems used on merchant vessels; 
adjustment of operating controls; legal aspects of radar; false echoes;

This course is designed to develop in the student an understanding of the 
design and function of damage control equipment, and skill in the use of 
such equipment. The aim is to prepare him to participate in routine

age control, damage ccntrol markings, watertight integrity, 
principles of shoring, exercises in the practical aspects of 
shoring in ship mock-ups, repair party organisation, remote 
controls and built-in damage control system.
